Our hay-making has gone through an 
evolution and has reached a method that 
gives us hay much superior in quality 
to that produced by other methods of 
years ago and that requires much less 
manual labor in producing it. 

In the old days we used hayloaders 
attached to the rear of the hay rack and 


pulled over the windrows. This took 
much hard manual labor on the load 
and in the mow and much of our first 


cutting was rained on. 

We then changed to a field baler us- 
ing wire Then we 
making chopped hay for 3 years. 
lessened the labor much but 
product was unpalatable to the 
‘due to the sharp cut ends even when cut 
4 inches long and the hay so dusty to 
feed that this advantage was much over- 
weighed. We could not move it from one 
barn to another easily which was an- 
other disadvantage. Much of the first 
cutting was still rained on.

We then changed to the slicer baler 
method that tied with wire.

QUESTION 7—What Method of Hay-making 
Have You Found Most Satisfactory? 


Answers by the Advisory Committee 


Using this quick hay-maker machine, 
we have been able on hot, windy days 
to cut the hay in the morning and bale 
it in the afternoon, although we do not 
yet make a general practice of it. This 
method does cut the curing time in half. 

The quick drying is a great advantage 
for several reasons. First, it is not neces- 
sary to cut a lot of hay to lie on the 
ground to cure for a couple of days and 
be exposed to rain. As it cures fast one 
does not have to cut so much ahead. Less 
of our hay is spoiled by rain than for-- 
merly. Besides, if it does get rained on, 
it dries out more quickly than ordinary 
cut hay that is rained on. Second, in 
drying so fast the leaves are dried fast 
to the stems and do not shatter. This 
must be seen to be appreciated. When a 
flake of hay from these bales is taken 
from the cart and put into the manger, 
the leaves are almost all on it and go 
into the manger for the cow while with 
ordinary hay some of the leaves are 
lost in the hay mow and below the hay 
chute and many are shattered off into 
the cart or on the floor. Third, the cut 
hay is exposed to the sun in the field 
long enough to promote Vitamin D for- 
mation but not long enough to destroy 
carotene too much. Fourth, it keeps its 
green color unusually well. Fifth, the 
cows love the hay produced this way. It 
is mostly alfalfa and brome grass mixed. 


We have lost all interest in mow drying 
as this cracking method achieves results 
as good and much more satisfactorily. 

No, I am not selling hay-making ma- 
chines. It will do no good to write the 
company that makes them as the num- 
ber made is still very limited. 

This principle of hay making, cracking 
the stems to allow quick drying, is ab- 
solutely right and will no doubt be used 
more and more widely as time goes on. 


Editor’s Note: The equipment referred 
to by Mr. Clapp is the Quick Haymaker. 
Inquiries regarding it should be directed 
to the manufacturers, Bean Manufactur- 
ing Company, Lansing, Mich. Breeders 
desiring to observe it in operation will 
be welcome at Pabst Farms at any time 
during the hay-making season. 


G. A. Burdick, Otco Farms: 


I have tried about all the known ways 
of hay-making with the exception of arti- 
ficial drying. We find the most satis- 
factory method is to cut the crop early 


or before it is too old and tough. This 
applies to any kind of hay. Rake in 
small windrows as soon as it is well 


wilted to retain leaves and all moisture 
is dried out and bale with a pick-up 
baler as soon as hay is fit to put into 
mow. Haul into barn and pack away 
placing bales same side up as they came 


out of baler. I have used six differen, 
pick-up balers and like the String-tie 
machine best. It is much faster and takes 
less help. Also we use a baled hay ele. 
vator for getting hay up into the barn; 
which saves a lot of work. For the past 
ten years we find pick-up baled hay 
stores and keeps will with practically no 
loss. It handles easy ard is easy to feed, 
We like this method of hay-making best 
of any used. 


Hugh Morrill, Broad Rock: 


Making hay is quite a problem and 
old man weather tells us whether we are 
going to make some good hay or not. 
Different sections of the country from 
the Ist of June to the 4th of July here in 
the East, farmers are apt to get some 
good hay weather; and if they have mod. 
ern equipment, tractor, mower, side de- 
livery rake and a good one man baler 
plus good hay weather a farmer can make 
good hay and fast providing he has it to 
cut. I like this method, making the 
bales about 50 Ibs. They are easy to 
handle and a lot of hay can be stored 
in a small space with comfort. I prefer 
long hay to feed cows over chopped 
hay, it being much easier to handle and 
there is less dust to contend with, also 
believe cows will have less digestive 
troubles. Broad Rock is within three 
miles of the ocean and due to the fog 
rolling inland late in the morning and 
early afternoon it is a problem to decide 
whether to put in modern hay driers or 
buy practically all the hay, prices are 
inflated at the present time but under 
normal conditions I believe it is cheaper 
to buy the hay and get the quality 
needed for milk production and _ the 
health of the herd. 


John Last, Milford Meadows: 


For the last three years we have used 
a one-man pick-up baler that ties with 
twine and we like that method of hay 
making very much. When the weathe! 
is favorable we have quite frequently 
baled hay that was cut the previous day 
Baling hay that soon after cutting, the 
bales have to be baled loose so as W 
give the hay an opportunity to cure oul 
some more in the bale. We try to make 
the bale as loose as we can and yet 





it handles conveniently, and as we have 
ample storage space we do not pile the 
bales very close together, but allow {0 
plenty of air spaces. In this way we hav 
been able to put up hay of excelle# 
quality, with a good green color, ai 
with spoilage rarely occurring in thi 
bale. 
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We much prefer a bale that ties with 
twine. The twine can be cut with just a 
knife to open the bale, then the twine 
makes good fuel for starting fire in the 
boiler. 

| realize that hay can be chopped with 
less labor than baling, however what lit- 
tle experience we have had with chopped 
hay, I think cattle much prefer baled 
hay over chopped hay. To have hun- 
dreds of bales of hay lying out in the 
field (we have had as high as 2500 at one 
time) to be picked up to be put away in 
the barns is no small job. Sometimes I 
wonder if a sacrifice in preference, on the 
part of the cattle, might not be war- 
ranted, especially considering the cost of 
labor today. 


Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 


To date the most satisfactory and ef- 
ficient way has been with a one man 
pick-up baler that ties the bales with 
twine, the machine pulls a hay rack be- 
hind and one man loads the wagons, this 
saves picking them off the ground. We 
also follow the combine the same way 
and get our straw baled as the grain is 
threshed. 

We cut the hay and rake it into wind-- 
rows while still green and then let it cure 
out in the windrow. 

We are planning to put in some sort of 
dryer so we can cure the hay while still 
green. 


Jim Reed, Rocky Hill Farms 


The method of hay-making I prefer for 
eastern conditions is to cut the hay re- 
gardless of variety just when it starts to 
bloom, excepting timothy which should 
be cut when it starts to head. Drying 
partially in the swath, then raking to 
complete the drying process before too 
much color has been lost. Taking it up 
when it gets a good rattle, yet not too 
dry so the loss of leaves will be kept to 
a minimum, then packed loosely in the 
mow to cure. 

For conditions common to the San 
Joaquin Valley where alfalfa is nearly 
100% of the legume hay crop and all 
grown on irrigated land the following 
methods are satisfactory. Cut just as the 
plants start to bloom, rake into windrows 
within several hours, let cure until the 
moisture content is very low, bale or pick 
up with a field chopper preferably early 
in the morning while the dew is present 
to save the leaves. The use of field chop- 
per is quite a labor saver and chopped 
hay has far less waste during feeding. 


E. §. Harrison, Harden Fatms: 


High quality hay is the most import- 
ant ingredient in the dairy ration. At 
the same time there is no animal food 
that varies more in palatability and nu- 
tritive value than hay. 

In producing high quality hay one 
Must start with the soil. For example if 
a hay crop is grown on a soil that is very 
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low in phosphorus the results will not 
only be a low acre yield but the hay pro- 
duced will be deficient in phosphorus. 
We find a complete soil analysis very 
helpful in determining soil deficiencies. 
On the basis of the analysis we attempt 
to correct the deficiences so as not only to 
insure a satisfactory acre yield but also 
that the crop harvested will supply these 
much needed minerals to the winter ra- 
tion. 


The second step is to select a seed mix- 
ture that is adapted to the particular 
piece of land that is being seeded. We 
have best results with a mixture con- 
taining 2% lbs. ladino, 3 Ibs. alsike, 4 
Ibs. medium red and 4 lbs. timothy to 
the acre on our land until the fertility 
is built up. As the land is improved we 
use 8 to 9 lbs. alfalfa, 2 Ibs. alsike, 4 Ibs. 
medium red and 4 lbs. timothy. The 
seed bed is carefully prepared, the seed 
dropped on top of the ground and 
pressed in with a cultipacker. It is de- 
sirable to get a large number of plants 
per square foot because a dense stand 
keeps the stems fine which increases 
the palatability of the hay and de- 
creases the curing time. 


The third step is to cut the hay at the 
proper stage of maturity. The clovers 
and alfalfa give the largest acre yield of 
high quality hay when 4% to % of the 
plants are in bloom. We try to start 
cutting so that approximately 4 of the 
crop is harvested by the time this stage 
of maturity is reached. This procedure 
enables us to get a large percentage of 
the crop cut at about the ideal stage of 
maturity. The per acre yield will be 
slightly reduced on the earliest cut hay 
but the feeding value and the palatabil- 
ity is increased. On the average the 
yield of second cutting will also be some- 
what larger on the early cut hay which 
will offset any loss in yield from early 
cutting. 


After cutting the hay is allowed to 
stay in the swath until well wilted but 
not long enough to result in serious leaf 
loss when raked. A hay mixture with a 
good percentage of Ladino must cure 
more in the swath before raking than 
an alfalfa and clover mixture to prevent 
serious roping of the windrow which 
makes complete curing almost impossible. 
With a good growth of hay we rake it 
into single mower-swath windrows. As 
the windrow is well cured on 
top it is given a half turn, so as to 
complete the curing of the under half 
of the windrow. We use the 
baler and are sold on this method of 
hay storage. Careful attention must be 
given to the weight of the bale and the 
tension of the bale chamber adjusted 
so as to produce a bale between 65 
and 70 lbs. In storing the bales in the 
barn we place them on edge and cross 
the tiers in an attempt to maintain air 
channels.

In my opinion present hay harvesting 
methods will be improved with: 
1) The crusher designed to split the 





stems and decrease the field curing time. 

2)A new design in side-delivery rakes 
aimed at greater speed as well as adapt- 
ing them for use with the windrow baler. 

3) A blower system to force air through 
the stored bales. 
Tom Courtney, Athlone Farm (Guest 
Contributor): 


For five years we have been using 
chopped alfalfa hay, the last two years 
consisting of a combination of Ranger 
alfalfa and Brome grass. We used Ranger 
because of its resistance to winter-kill 
and the unusually high yield that it 
maintains year after year. One small 
field still has about a 90% stand after 
five years. 

We have found using the chopped hay 
most satisfactory for the following rea- 
sons: First, it is the most economical way 
of putting up hay as three men can _ put 
up 300 tons of hay in ¥% less time than 
five or six men could previously put it 
up. The statement quite frequently is 
heard that chopped hay causes sores in 
cattle’s mouths is something that we 
have never had any experience with, nor 
has any of our neighbors, over a five 
year period of time. 

There is a very great saving in equip- 
ment. We disposed of our hay loader, 
shredder, silo filler, and hoist, and all 
hay ropes and forks, and purchased one 
hay chopper with ensilage attachment. 
This machine was purchased with the 
money obtained from the other articles 
and left a balance of about $800.00. We 
believe definitely that the time has got to 
come in farming where one article will 
do more than one job. This machine 
chops our hay, picks up the straw be- 
hind the combine and chops it and then 
cuts our silage and blows it into the 
wagons also. The same blower is used on 
all three operations. Our wagons are 
seven feet wide and sixteen feet long 
equipped with canvas bottoms with a re- 
duction gear at the end on a three inch 
pipe, so that a sixteen year old boy can 
unload a load of chopped hay in a matter 
of minutes and do likewise with silage 
and straw. Our hay is blown into the 
barn where we have a hay drying set-up 
consisting of a rotary fan with inverted 
blades, delivering 19,000 cubic feet of 
air per minute. We put in the chopped 
hay to the depth of 7 ft. and the first 
cutting the machine runs all day from 
nine in the morning until seven at night 
and then cuts out’ for three hours and 
starts up again for an hour and _alter- 
nates in that manner throughout the 
night. It has a humidity control that 
cuts out the blower if the humidity in 
the air is greater than that in the hay. 
The second cutting is put in to the 
height of 20 ft. and settles down to about 
fifteen. 

From actual tests made by the Univer- 
sity and the power companies, the pres- 
sure of air going through the hay is just

From Report of the Secretary ing the eight years under this prom 


The year 1946 was a record-breaking 
year for our industry and many new rec- 
ords were established. We began the 
year with a large backlog of accumulated 
work awaiting attention in the office and 
considerable progress was made in spite 
of the fact that new work continued to 
come in from the field at an unprece- 
dented rate. 

The need for sufficient help to bring 
the work up to date and keep it current 
in all departments is most urgent. We 
owe it to our members throughout the 
country. It must be done. Nothing else 
would equal it in stimulating interest in 
the breed and holding morale among our 
breeders. Long delays in registration and 
transfer and in reporting production rec- 
ords and type classifications are most dis- 
couraging and annoying and frequently 
result in loss of business by our members. 


Ten-Point Program 


Let us state briefly these matters that 
should be taken care of as promptly as 
possible in our program of service to our 
members: 
1.—Additional help to bring the work up 
to date. 

2.—Additional space to relieve the 
crowded condition of the office and 
make room for additional person- 
nel. 

3.—More thorough checking and verifi- 
cation of all records of production 
and bloodlines. 

4.—More pedigree information on regis- 
try certificates. 

5.—Establish pedigree service. 

6.—Complete mechanization of office. 

7.—Set up a Division of Research. 


8.—Preparation .and publication .of 
daughter-dam comparisons for prov- 
ing sires and brood cows. 


9.—Publication of complete reports of 
Herd .Classification .under .break- 
down plan. 


10.—Revive herd analysis program. 

We believe that these ten points should 
be adopted as our early objectives in a 
long-term program of breed improve- 
ment and that each in turn should be the 
individual target to be sighted. We have 
unbounded faith in the Black-and-White 
Cow. She is the symbol of efficiency and 
economy of production in the dairy 
world. We must keep pace with her and 
improve the efficiency of our own or- 
ganization in rendering service to our 
members. In our long-range program we 
must plan to expand our facilities and 
grow with the breed.

The highest previous record for registra- 
tions completed in one year was set in 
1940 when 145,423 certificates of registry 
were issued. ‘Thus we find that we re- 
corded the pedigrees of 23,915 more ani- 
mals during 1946 than during any pre- 
vious year in the history of the Associa- 
tion. 

Females registered during 1946 totaled 
130,818 with 38,520 males, making the 
grand total of 169,338 registrations for 
the year. Fees earned on these 169,338 
certificates totaled $316,990, an average 
of $1.87 per certificate. 

With the registration of 169,338 ani- 
mals during 1946, the grand total of ani- 
mals recorded in our Herd-Book had 
reached 3,726,653 as of December 31, 
1946. This number included 982,249 
bulls and 2,744,314 females. 


TRANSFERS 


The upward trend in our business and . 
the tremendous activity in sales of cattle 
during the past year are best shown by 
the applications filed for transfer of own- 
ership. During 1946 transfer applications 
received totaled 107,449 as compared with 
95,200 in 1945, 90,303 in 1944, and 81,367 
in 1943. This great increase in sales ac- 
tivity is shown strikingly by comparison 
of figures for transfer applications filed 
during 1946 and ten years earlier in 1936.

From Report of the 


The year 1946 was the most profitable 
year in the history of the Association. 
Considerable headway was made during 
the year toward bringing the work in 
the Registry Department up-to-date. The 
work on registry and transfer applica- 
tions was only three weeks behind sched- 
ule at December 31, 1946, though we 
started the year with a tremendous accu- 
mulation of applications awaiting at- 
tention. Clearing up so much of this 
backlog of business carried over from 
1945 greatly increased the earnings for 
1946 as compared to any previous year. 
This point should be given careful consid- 
eration in your examination of the finan- 
cial statement and its comparison with 
other years. A supreme effort was made 
to bring the registration and transfer 
business as nearly up-to-date as possible 
and this was done somewhat at the ex- 
pense of other divisions. This resulted in 
going further behind in those divisions 
which are not revenue producers and the 
resulting financial picture is distorted ac- 
cordingly. 


Income for 1946 totaled $718,853.30 as 
compared with $487,523.33 for 1945—a 
gain of $231,329.97 or 47.5 percent. Most 
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This shows an increase of 147% during 
the ten-year period. During 1946 we re- 
corded 116,285 transfers of ownership and 
transfer fees earned totaled $272,788.50, 
an average of $2.35 per transfer issued. 
This figure of 116,285 transfers for 1946 
compared with 78,304 for 1945 shows a 
gain of 37,981 or 48% over the previous 
year in certificates issued showing trans- 
fer of ownership. Transfers during the 
year included 33,751 males and 82,534 fe- 
males. Applications for the 116,285 
transfers issued during 1946 included 97,- 
406 filed by members and 18,879 filed by 
non-members of the Association. 


NEW BUYERS 


During the year new buyers whose 
names had not previously appeared on 
our lists purchased 37,244 animals includ- 
ing 13,360 males and 23,884 females. 
There were 24,626 people who made their 
first purchases of registered Holstein cat- 
tle during the year and they were scat- 
tered throughout the United States, every 
state in the Union being represented. 
The leading states in the list of new buy- 
ers were New York, Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan, Ohio,- Minnesota, Il- 
linois, Iowa and Indiana. 


HERD-BOOKS 


Two Herd-Books were issued during 
the year—Volume 96 including pedigrees 
of 40,000 animals and Volume 97 includ- 
ing reports of the meetings and pedigrees 
of 40,000 animals with entries through 
October 24, 1944. Unpublished entries 
at the close of tht year were sufficient for 
approximately seven Volumes of the 
Herd-Book, Volumes 98 to 104.

Net operating income for the year to- 
taled $149,301.75 as compared with $66,. 
673.74 for 1945, the increase being due 
very largely to completion of business 
carried over from the previous year. 

Assets of the Association, as of Decein- 
ber 31, 1946, totaled $1,085,349.95 with 
liabilities of $174,763.49, or total surplus 
of $910,586.46. Reference to the balance 
sheet shows that a very large portion of 
our assets were represented by cash or 
readily marketable securities at the close 
of the year, as these items totaled $862,- 
291.89. 


The Reserve Fund had been increased 
to a total of $494,907.96 at the year’s end 
by addition of a net amount of $40,687.95 
during the year. Transfers to the Reserve 
Fund included principal payments on 
the Madison Land Contract and earnings 
from membership fees for 1946. This re- 
serve represents a large sum of money 
but we need to increase rather than re- 
duce it in the immediate future. 


We do not expect a serious depression 
in the immediate future but when the 
time comes, we should be better prepar- 
ed than we were before and the threat of 
the lean years to come cannot be over- 
looked. There is bound to be a day of 
reckoning and we must be ready for it.

Bovine T. B. War Still On 


The campaign against bovine tuberculosis is not over jy 
the United States. While every county is recorded as a moj. 
fied accredited area (less than .5% infection) few states ar 
entirely free of it. There is a small percentage of cat 
still harboring infection that can re-create the disease as , 
problem in a very short time if carg is not taken. 

In March 1947, out of 40874 herds tested in the U, 3 
798 premises showed infection and a total of 1627 anima; 
reacted the tb test. Many states, specializing in area work 
did not push the accrediting of individual herds. During 
the war years testing programs lapsed in many areas » 
that numerous herds lost their accreditation without reali 
ing or worrying about it particularly. 

It is a situation that breeders and state and Feder 
agencies cannot afford to temporize with. The origin 
battle was too hard fought and too expensive to run th 
risk of losing now from a failure to keep everlasting at i 
until this insidious disease is completely wiped out.

Income Tax on Sales of Animals Under 
Six Months of Age 


A Guest Editorial by C. M. Horn, Counsel, 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 


As explained in my article entitled “Income Taxes 0 
Sales of Dairy Cattle’ which appeared in the May 19, 1% 
issue of the Holstein-Friesian World and which followed ‘ 
previous article in the September 11, 1943 issue, the w 
on the gain realized from the sale of dairy cattle is sub 
stantially less when they are sold as capital assets subjet 
to the long-term capital gain provisions of the Income Ta 
Law. In such case the tax cannot be more than 25% @ 
the gain. 

But in order to be entitled to the benefits of this 25% 
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limitation, the capital assets sold must have been held ff 


more than six months. 


In the case of the sale of dairy animals, what does t 
phrase “held for more than six months” (Section 117(b) @ 
the Internal Revenue Code) mean and what may it me@ 


and include? Without question it includes animals whic 
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are more than six months of age when sold. May it not 
jso include animals under six months of age on the theory 
that they are assets which have been “held” by the owner 
of the dam during the entire period of gestation? If this 
be true, then has not the six-months requirement of the 
income Tax Law been met and the breeder entitled to be 
taxed on the lower, long-term capital gain basis? 


That calves while yet in dam are regarded as valuable 
property is shown by the well-established practice of buying 
and selling or taking options on them before they are born. 
Moreover, if a cow is safe with calf by an outstanding sire, 
she almost certainly has a value substantially above what 
she would bring if she were open. Likewise, the cost of 
the service which produces the calf has a bearing on its value 
while it is yet in dam. These illustrations clearly show that 
calves while yet unborn constitute property of value separate 
and apart from that of their dams and hencq are assets in 
the real sense of the word. Webster’s New International 
Dictionary includes among its definitions of assets “any items 
of value owned.” 


It would seem, therefore, that calves while yet in dam 
are assets in and of themselves and as such are subject to 
the incidents and rights of ownership. This being true, 
it would seem to follow that as soon as they are born, 
they have been “held for more than six months” by the 
owner of the dam so that if sold by him when they are 
under six months of age, the gain realized from their sale 
should be taxed as long-term capital gain resulting in a 
substantial tax saving to the breeder. Certainly, if the 
breeder has “held” the dam during the gestation period, 
by the same token has also “held” the calf. 

It would of course be impossible to predict what the 
final answer of the Federal Government through its taxing 
authorities and its courts would be. There is no legal pre- 
cedent bearing directly on this question. However, it seems 
to the writer that by making up the 1947 and subsequent 
income tax returns on this basis, the taxpayer would have 
nothing to lose except a small amount of interest, and 
everything to gain. There is no question whatever that dis- 
persal sales and other sales also which: have reduced the 
normal size of the herd, are sales of capital assets and the 
only question being raised in this article is whether the 
animals which are under six months of age when sold (and 
these would ordinarily represent a substantial part of the 
proceeds of such sales) have not for tax purposes been 
“held” for more than six months by the breeder who was 
the owner of the dam during the period of gestation, or 
so much of it as is necessary to fulfill the six-months 
requirement. 


There might also be many breeders who had dispersal 
or reduction sales in 1944, 1945 and 1946 and who in making 
up their income tax returns for those years, regarded the 
sale of animals under six months of age as not being sub- 
ject to the long-term capital gain tax and who might now 
find it to their advantage to seek tax refunds for those 
years for the reasons pointed out above. The early filing 
of such claims for refund will prevent their rights being 
barred by the statute of limitations and would enable them 
to benefit by a favorable decision in any test case which 
may be brought. Before filing claims for refund, however, 
such taxpayers should be certain that their returns of 
these earlier years are safe from attack on other grounds 
which the Government might assert by way of compensating 
set-off if refunds are applied for. 

The question of possible tax saving should be of keen 
interest to many of our breeders, especially those who have 
held dispersal or reduction sales, and while it is probable 


that test cases will be brought to try out the question, the 
interested taxpayer should not await the outcome of such 
cases, but should at once confer with his tax consultant to 


see whether the 
advantage to him.

Canada’s largest privately owned Hol- 
stein herd was founded some 35 years 
ago by a group of brothers named Hays, 
who had emigrated from the state of 
Missouri to the pioneer country in AIl- 
berta, Canada, to engage in the real es- 
tate business. By 1912, the group, in- 
corporated as Hays & Co., Ltd., had ac- 
quired vast farm interests near Calgary 
and others at Carstairs, on which they 
established large herds of dairy cattle, 
mostly Holsteins from Ontario and Wis- 
consin. 


One of the brothers, Dr. Thomas H. 
Hays, appears to have been somewhat 
more purebred minded than the others, 
and about 1919, he started a program of 
Holstein breeding that he thought might 
interest his three young boys, Harry, 
Tom and Jack. Herd sires purchased 
during the next few years included three 
sons of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
4ist, the $65,000 son of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke and old “Sir Piet”; a son of 
the National Grand Champion, Iowana 
Sir Ollie; and grandson of King Segis Al- 
cartra Prilly, and of Sir 
Inka May.

The plans for interesting the Hays 
boys in Holsteins bore early fruit and by 
1927 we find the two younger boys, then 
12 and 10 years old, fitting and training 
a pair of calves for the shows and with- 
out their father’s knowledge, shipping 
them to the Junior Show at Edmonton, 
some 200 miles from the home base, 
where they won first and second prizes. 
The next year the oldest son, Harry, thea 
15, took the Hays show herd on the West- 
ern Provincial Circuit, where he got 
some valuable lessons in showmanship 
from a couple of slightly older and more 
experienced young showmen, Durno In- 
from Woodstock, Ont., and Art 
Hays who had just started with the C.P. 
R. herd from nearby Strathmore. In 
1929 the Hays boys showed a few head 
at the Royal Winter Fair some 2,000 
miles away in Toronto and again they 
acquired more experience than they did 
prize money, but perhaps the experience 
did them more lasting good than anvy- 
thing money could have bought for them. 
From that time whenever there has 
been a Royal, the Hays herd has been 
present, practically always in the run- 
ning Premier Breeder and Premier Ex- 
hibitor and quite often carrying off one 
or both of these greatly coveted awards.

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WHY CUT OUT PRIZE SUPPORT 


Editor, The Holstein-Friesian World: 

I noticed while reading the report of the meeting of the 
Board of Directors of our Association in the March | issue of 
the World that they voted to stop the appropriations for Hol- 
stein shows. Their action puzzles me. 

Certainly if they want to continue to improve the type of 
our Holsteins there is no better way of accomplishing it than 
by showing cattle. When farmers get their cattle together for 
comparison, for that is what judging at shows amounts to, thev 
can learn why some animals are superior to others and in what 
respects they are superior. Just by being spectators along the 
ringside and discussing the class breeders can learn a great 
deal about type, but they learn much faster if they are ex- 
hibitors—I know! That competitive thrill certainly creates the 
desire to breed better cattle. 

It’s true that there haven’t been too many farmer-exhibitors 
at our state and national shows. You might blame it to the 
labor shortage, but even before we could use that now over- 
worked war time excuse not many farmer-breeders exhibited 
cattle. The reason was simply that they have to at least come 
close to paying their expenses and it has been impossible to do 
that with the prize money that has been offered. Yet our 
Board of Directors wants to cut the appropriations instead of 
increasing it. The money they appropriated in the past for 
the Waterloo Show helped considerably in getting more Hol- 
steins at the Dairy Cattle Congress and I know from experience 
that it certainly helped pay the exhibitors transportation 
costs. 

Some will say, “Let the wealthy farmers show, they can 
afford it.” My opinion is that they even seem to get tired of 
showing only for the glory when their weekly show circuit ex- 
pense is double that of the income. Furthermore, they are 
not the ones we have to teach the type of cattle to, for they 
hire the kind of men who know type. It is chiefly the farmer 
breeder who needs to learn the type and more especially the 
kind of udders our Holsteins need in order to produce milk for 
the longest possible number of years. They will learn if we 
can get them to the shows and we could get them there if our 
Board would increase the appropriations.. Larger appropria- 
tions mean more exhibitors, more exhibitors brings a larger 
fingside and a larger ringside attendance means more breders 
are learning what type of cattle’ they should try to breed. 

Then too, showing is “tops” for breed promotion. Any pro- 
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spective breeder attending a fair or show would naturally be 
impressed by the breed having the largest number of animals 
on exhibit and he would easily realize that that breed must be 
the most profitable. Then, too, most every farm paper, and 
many newspapers besides, print stories on these livestock shows 
mentioning the number of animals in each division. Publicity 
is good promotion. 

The beef breed organizations have for years appropriated 
many times more money for showing than has our association. 
Still they are increasing these amounts. The Hereford Asso- 
ciation has just voted to spend $10,000 for prize money for their 
national show. Our association with it’s surplus and reserve of 
almost three-quarters of a million dollars certainly must be as 
“rich” an organization as any one of the beef cattle associa- 
tions and yet they vote to discontinue show ring appropriations. 
This reserve and surplus will be continually built up, and for 
what purpose? Surely some of it could be wisely spent for 
further breed improvement and breed promotion through ap- 
propriations for show ring awards. 

I am definitely anxious to know how the board members 
feel they are justified in their action on this matter.

office to handle the business and to a. 
quire a farm—later several farms—jn the 
vicinity of Toronto, where the export 
cattle could be held and prepared fo 
shipment. The export business continued 
to grow, until last year they shipped 
Holsteins to 14 foreign countries, most 
in Latin America, besides taking char 
of the assembling and shipping of the 
$500,000 purchase of breeding stock by 
the British Friesian Society last year. 
By this spring the Hays herd hag 
grown to better than 400 head and with 
the export business requiring more and 
more time and attention, it seemed bey 
to close out the breeding operations jp 
Alberta, some 2,000 miles away from 
what had now become the home bag. 
The decision was finally reached to dis 
perse the entire herd, to sell the Alberta 
farm property and to retain the Ontario 
farms for use in servicing the export bus. 
ness, which will now become a full time 
operation for the three brothers. 


The herd has accordingly been culled 
down to 360 head by the elimination of 
some of the older and less salable cattle, 
and the balance will be sold at public 
auction on the C.N.E. grounds at To 
ronto on June 23, 24, and 25. 

The story of the sale is told quite 
completely in the advertising pages of 
this and previous issues of the World and 
need not be repeated here; but we must 
record the fact that never before in the 
history of the Holstein breed, or so far 
as we know of any breed anywhere in 
the world, has there ever been < public 
auction sale, either dispersal or consign- 
ment, with five 1000-lb fat producers sell- 
ing, or with a total of 14 above 800 lbs 
fat. Some 125 head, or over one third 
of the herd, are cows with records from 
600 to over 1400 lbs fat. There are five 
100,000-Ib cows still in the herd and to 
be sold as well as 18 animals with 109; 
000-lb dams and 13 with 100,000-Ib 
granddams. In their advertising so far 
they have shown pictures of more than 
two dozen cows that have been classified 
from Very Good to *Excellent. Never 
before have we had a sale like this one.

“CAROTENE” 


Once again, through carefully control- 
led modern experimental methods, it 
has been well established that carotene 
(which imparts yellow color to milk) is 
no substitute for potent vitamin A in 
building up the vitamin A content of 
bloodstream and liver of unborn calves. 

To insure high levels of vitamin A in 
the dam’s colostrum milk and in the 
bloodstream and liver of the newborn 
calf, pre-natal feeding of the fetus 
through addition of vitamin A at the 
rate of a million U. S. P. units daily to 
the dam’s ration for at least two weeks 
prior to freshening is recommended by 
Kansas State College. Heavy carotene 
feeding of the dams was ineffective. 

The Federal Milk Marketing Order 
for Washington, D. C. was terminated 
April 1, 1947 upon request of the Mary- 
land-Virginia Producers’ 
which represents more than three-fourths 
of the producers supplying the Washing- 
ton market.

as great 14 ins. off the floor as it is 14 ins. 
from the top. We have kept accurate 
costs on the drying and the most expen- 
sive year we have had was thirty-eight 
cents a ton. 

Hay has been put in during a rain 
with a moisture content of 68 per cent 
and on investigation three days later, had 
dried down beyond the danger point 
and we have never had to remove a ton 
of hay from the barn. We believe the 
most important thing of all is to cut the 
hay early, much earlier than the aver- 
age farmer cuts alfalfa. We _ therefore 
get a much greener and more palatable 
hay but we realize we sacrifice some ton- 
nage. Our hay is cut in the evening or 
in the morning before milking, enough 
for three men to put in 
hours of nine to four. It most usually 
runs from 25 to 30 tons. No time is 
spent waiting for it to field dry. Im- 
mediately after milking, they start to 
put it in even though we may be having 
showers. 

We from experience 
that cattle will eat at least 20 per cent 
more chopped hay of this kind. A very 
simple test that anyone can make is to 
take ten head of cattle and split them 
and feed them for two weeks, one bunch 
whole hay and the other chopped. It 
will be found that at the end of the 
first week the cattle eating the chopped 
hay will be laying down for hours reach-
